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Entrance to Pier. Southend-on-Sea is famous for 
possessing the longest pier in the World, measuring nearly 
1A miles, and constructed at a cost of £70*000. It is - 
approached by an elaborate toll-house, and a short 
distance from the shore is a magnificent Pavilion, 
wherein concerts are held during the summer months 
and a skating rink in the winter. Electric trams convey 
visitors to the landing stage at the seaward end. 
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
